SINKS TO REST 

Loses a Gallant and Hopeless 
Fight to Defeat Dreaded 
White Plagne. 

WEALTHY BUSINESS MAN 

And One of the City's Most 
Successful Merchants and 
Real Estate Owners. 



Mr. John H. Bell, one of Hopkins- 
ville's leading and most successful 
business men, died at 10.30 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, after a lingering

Mr. Bell was born in Todd county, 
Ky., October 17, 1871, and was one 
of the large family of children of John 
H. and Susan Bell. 

His father moved with his family to 
this city when John was a child and 
he grew up in the city and was edu- 
cated in the city schools. His first 
business venture was with the dry 
goods store of C. M. Latham where 
he was learning to be a merchant 
when J. H. Anderson came to Hop- 
kinsville in 1889 and opened the big 
store, still one of the city's leading 
enterprises. Mr. Bell was taken into 
the business and grew up with it as 
it expanded, and before many years 
was admitted to a partnership', and 
later was one of the incorporators 
of the present company. Mr. Bell 
had for many years been the general 
manager of the local Anderson store, 
but retired from this field of activity 
about two years ago. He was also 
President of the Planters Bank & 
Trust Co. and retained this position 
up to the time of his death. He had 
many other business interests 
was a large holder of real estate and 
wastsasily one of the city's loremost 
busfness men and capitalists. 

His health began to fail about three 
years ago and all that medical skill 
and care could do was done in con 
test with the insidious disease that laid 
its hold upon him. Much of his time 
was spent at Asheville, N. C. He re- 
turned several months ago from that 
place arid seemed to be somewhat 
improved, but there was no perma 
nen benefit and his wasted strength 
slowly ebbed away. As the end 
came, he fully realized that he had 
lost his fight and passed away with 
rhristian resignation. 

Mr. Bell was unmarried. His sur- 
viving relatives are four brothers and 
three sisters. These are Dr. Darwin 
E. Bell, of Gracey; J. F. Bell, of San 
Antonio, Texas; Garth Bell, of Louis- 
vile, and Webb C. Bell, of Indianapo- 
lis; Mrs. J. B. Campbell and Miss 
Addie Bell, of Fresno, CaL Another 
sister, Miss Jennie Bell, died a year 
ago. His nieces, Misses Susan and 
Mary Bell Bible, mad. 
with him. 

He was a life long member of the 
Christian church and was one of - its 
official board and most influential 
leaders.

Korniloff's Fate May Be De- 
cided by Interview with 
Premier Kerensky. 

ARMY IS REORGANIZED 



Fire on West Front Rises To- 
ward Climax and Lunge 
May Come Soon. 

Premier Kerensky and the war and 
marine ministers in his cabinet have 
gone to Mohiley, Russian great head- 
quarters to confer with the military 
leaders. They also will see Genera* 
Korniloff and his leading aides in the 
recent revolt. Whether Korniloff, the 
leader of the summer offensive im 
Galicia this year, is to suffer the su- 
preme penalty for his act, probably 
will depend upon the result of Qui 
conferences at Mohiley. 

The Russian constitutional army 
which made some progress toward 
driving the Germans back to the 
Dvina line in the R ga region on Sun- 
day, occupied several German posi- 
tions between the Fskoff and Riga. 
On Monday they captured Teuton de- 
fenses northeast of Freiderichstadt. 
southeast of Riga. 

Raids continue on the northern en* 
of the western front with both the 
British and the Germans as the ag- 
gressors. Berlin, however, mentions 
infantry activity on the front of Crow* 
Prince Ruprecht, of Bavaria. 

The artillery and aerial activity am. 
the western front remains intense. 
From Nieuport to near Arras, aad 
especially in the Stares sector, the op- 
posing guns are Snowing increased 
activity. 

In two efforts against French por- 
tions on the Aisne front, the German 
crown prince again has met with fail- 
ure. Near the Mette river, on the 
Neufchatel road, the Germans reach- 
ed the French advance lines, only ft* 
be thrown back again. In Chaan- 
pagne and on the right bank of tike 
Meuse, the artillery fire has been 
more spirited. 

The Italians are still withstanding 
successsfully Austrian efforts on the 
southeastern edge of the 
plateau.

No one can 
lawfully dispute that right 

Likewise tbe soil robber has tbe 
right to use his land as be wishes and 
without uny consideration for its fu- 
ture fertility. The land belongs to 
him, and he can do as be pleases with 
It. He la a free man. surrounded by 
hundreds of laws enacted for the pro- 
tection of his rights. 

Pauaa and Consider. 

Tbe parallel drawn between tbe two 
caaes has a tendency to give the com 
munlty robber a chunce to pause and 
consider. 

He ahould give the matter very 
serious attention and thought and en 
deavor to figure out a method by 
which he can Increase its wealth, just 
as the honest farmer increases th* 
richness and productiveness of his soli. 
In this way only can a large and sub- 
stantia! community be attained.

Washington, Sept. 19— Evidence 
that the German government pre- 
pared, even before the declaration of 
war, an elaborate system for the 
transmission oi military information 
by cable from Oerman spies in this 
country, is in the possession of the 
administration. 

Indications are not lacking that the 
chief object of the Berlin government 
was, and still is, to obtain cable re- 
ports on the embarkation of American 
troops for France, the departure of 
transports and the route to be follow- 
ed, in order to enable the German ad- 
miralty to direct the interception of 
the American forces by submarines. 

The foremost endeavor of Germany 
from now on will be to sink Ameri- 
can transports and the entire strategy 
of the navy department at present is 
devoted to circumvent the Prussian 
plan of action. All transports have 
been and will be convoyed by naval 
craft.

More Prizes Offered.

General Zachary Taylor. 

For the encouragement of our 
young soldiers who are soon to be 
fighting "somewhere in France," 
ask for a small space in which to state 
briefly the remarkable record of Gan. 
Taylor, who entered the army from 
civil life and without having received 
any military training. His record is 
as follows: 

Entered the army as First Lieuten- 
ant May 8, 1808, when 24 years old. 

Promoted Captain November 30, 
1810. 

Brevetted Major September?, 1812, 
for gallant conduct in defense of Fort 
Harrison, Ind. 
Promoted full Major May 15, 1814. 
Retired from the army June 15, 
1815. 

Returned to the colors as Major 
May 17, 1816. 

Promoted Lieutenant Colonel April 
20, 1820. 
Promoted Colonel April 4, 1832. 
Brevetted Brigadier General De- 
cember 25, 1837, for distinguished 
service in the battle of Kissimee, Fla 
in the Seminole Indian war. 

Brevetted Major General May 28, 
1846, for gallant conduct and distin- 
guished service at Palo Alt oand Res- 
aca de la Palma, Tex., May 8 and 9, 
1846. This promotion was from Col 
onel to Major General, the grade of 
Brigadier General being skipped. 

Tendered the thanks of Congress 
July 16, 1846, "for the fortitude, 
skill, enterprise and courage which 
distinguished the operations on the 
Rio Grande." He was also voted a 
gold medal. 

Tendered the thanks of Congress 
March 2, 1847, for the skill and cour- 
age displayed at Monterey, Mexico. 

Tendered the thanks of Congress 
May 9, 1848, "for himself and troops 
under his command for their valor, 
skill and gallant conduct conspicuous- 
ly displayed on the 22d and 23d of 
February, 1848, at Buena Vista in de- 
feating an army of more than four 
times their number, He was also 
voted a second gold medal. 

Gen. Taylor resigned from the 
army January 31, 1849. 

June 7, 1848, Gea Taylor was 
nominated for the presidency by the 
Whig party and at the ensuing elec- 
tion was chosen for that great office, 
and died in the White House July 9, 
1850. His body was interred at his 
father's home place in Jefferson 
county, Kentucky, but a short dis- 
t nice from the military encampment 
which bears his honored name. 

It is not too much to hope that from 
the ranks of the gallant young Ken- 
tuck ians soon to enter the war may 
come more than one soldier whose 
name may be written in imperishable 
letters by the side of that great Ken 
tuckian, Gen. Zachary Taylor, who 
never knew defeat.

Tim man of forty-five, it src-nn, is 
through tho war, ffninjr to have an- 
other chance. Knlintmcnta in the 
army and navy have shortonoil the 
.supply of young men available for 
industrial work and when the draft 
becomes operative the ahortaire will 
be further accentuated, says the In- 
dianapolis News. So industry is be- 
ginning to look to the "old men" of 
forty-five, or so, whom "efficiency" 
titly barred from employ- 
The Pennsylvania railroad, 
which for years has favored the 
young man, announced a few daya 
ago that the bar against men more 
than forty-five was down and that 
they would until the end of the war 
be welcomed as applicants for em- 
ployment. Other corporations have 
taken similar steps and the prospect 
is that many more will be obliged 
to do ao. Men of forty-five, if in 
good physical condition, feel and 
usually have a reasonable basis for 
their attitude, that they are just a 
little bit fitter than they ever were 
in their lives before.

Combination of tho Dirigible and the 
Alrplant l« Found Uetful In Co.it 
Patrol Work. 

Of lite the allies have resorted to 
4 the use of small dirigible*, whieh are 
known a* submarine scouts or 
''jflfc^a*' by the British, the Scien- 
tific American state*. These diminu- 
tive dirigibles are really a cross be- 
tween the airplane and the dirigible, 
being provided with a small gas bag 
and an airplane body and power 
plant 

Although alower in speed than the 
usual seaplane, these dirigibles have 
proved excellent in coast patrol work. 
They have a cruising radius of sev- 
eral hundred miles, and are equipped 
with bomb dropping devices and 
wireless apparatus. The main ad- 
vantage of the dirigible, in this in- 
stance, is that it can sail through the 
air at any desired speed within its 
range, and stop and hover over any 
suspicious spot to await the reappear- 
ance of its submerged prey. The 
plane, in contradistinction, must 
continue to fly at a high rate of 
"peed, and the best it can do is to fly 
in circles or figure eights about a 
given spot. 

Captive balloons are used to a 
large extent in harbor protection ; in 
fact, most of the French porta are 
provided with captive balloons in 
which observers scan the sea for 
miles around in their watch for lurk- 
ing U-boats, as well as hidden mines. 
In the latter connection it is well to 
add that the seaplanes and dirigibles 
also perform the function of indicat- 
ing mines and other dangers to 
mine sweepers, and in this way 
greatly enhance the value of their 
services. 

Kites, it appears, have not been 
used to any appreciable extent, al- 
though they have been recommended 
for U6e on merchant ships and even 
war vessels as a means of elevating 
an observer several hundred feet into 
tt*e air, instead of placing him in the 
crow's nest where the visibil- 
ity for submarine detection is rather 
limited.
